sult of a road contract row now be­ 
tween Donahey and 
Boulay, with a 
Butler county road job still hanging 
in Jeopardy. 
Director 
Boulay, 
it is 
said, failed 
to obey 
written 
instruc­ 
tions of the governor concerning high­ 
way contracts. 


The position becomes more strain­ 
ed in view of the difference between 
Governor Donahey 
and Mr. Boulay 
over the proposed gasoline tax, pend­ 
ing in 
the general 
assembly. 
Mr. 
Boulay favors a gasoline tax with no 
reduction in auto license fees, while 
the governor wants a reduction in 
the 
cost o f license 
tags before 
the. im­ 
po sitio n of the gas tax . 


Upo n the governor’s insistence, Mr. 
Bo ulay at the 
time of 
his appoint- 
ment in July, 19 23, signed 
an 
un­ 
dated resignation and placed it in the 
governor’s hands. 
This, the governor 
still has and can 
m a k e it effective any 
time he wishes by m e re ly dating the 
instrum ent and recording it. 


Two specific 
cases 
of alleged in­ 
subordination have be'» n charged to 
Director Boulay. 
One is that he de­ 
liberately 
disobeyed 
the governor’s 
w ritten instructions to award a con­ 
tract for paving about seven miles of 
the Cincinnati-Dayton road in Butler 
county with concrete. Director Bculav 
aw arded the contract to the Andrews 
Asphalt Paving company of Hamilton, 
as its bid of $280 373 which is alleged 
to be $42,000 above bids on the same 
improvement for 
concrete 
construe 
ticn. 


The other 
specific instance 
of al­ 
leged insubordination is that Director 
Boulay closed a Scioto county pro­ 
ject 
on 
the 
Portsmouth-Cineinnati 
road to brick construction, shutting 
out bids on all other and cheaper ma­ 
terial. 
This 
act wfas 
said to be 
in 
direct violation of the governor’s di­ 
rection that 
all contracts 
m ust he 
open for more than one type of con­ 
struction—that 
in addition 
to high 
priced construction 
bids ¡also muçt 
be received f r cheaper types. 
Inas­ 
much as 
this 
particular 
roads runs 
thru a hill section 
where 
T andsare 
poor, the governor is understood to 
have insisted that the construction lie 
of cheaper m aterial. 


Governor Donahey has 
refused to 
discuss the differences between him 
and his highway director in any m an­ 
ner whatsoever. 
Director Boulay is 
1n Cleveland and is not expected to 


return to his office until Thursday. !r. 
the m eantim e it was said the gover­ 
nor would take no action toward ac­ 
cepting his resignation. 
• Director Boulay is serving his sec­ 
ond term . 
He 
was reappointed 
by 
Governor Donahey last August It. The 
term is for one year and being t con- 
stitutiohal officer as director of pub­ 
lic works also, h e tis not subject to re­ 
moval at the chief executive's will as 
in the case of other directors whose 
offices w ere created by state law. 
Tt 
was because of this peculiar condition 
governing Boulay’s 
tenure 
that the 
governor insisted u,pon him disposing 
his undated resignation with him at 
the tim e of his appointm ent to the 
position.

Used to Go o d Adv antag e 
The rag doll tester, which can he 
used to good adv antage in testing seed 
corn, consists of a p iece of cloth froiu 
12 to 15 Inches wide and of any con­ 
v enient length—6 to 12 feet. 
“This 
should be ruled Into squares at least 
two inches from each edge,” say s A. 
II. Larson, seed analy st at Univ ersity 
farm at St. Paul, Minn., “and the 
squares numbered. 
The samp les from 
each ear of corn are p laced on these 
squares and the whole carefully rolled 
ill* and tied in a bundle, esp ecial care 
being taken that the seeds do not mix . 
The bundle is soaked in w ater « few 
minutes and then set on end in a p ail 
or other v essel which is at least as 
deep as the width of the cloth.
